THE EAST OF IRELAND.

Passing frox Ulster to the east of
Trelend we en'er a country of unrivall-
ed fertility and surpassing loveliness,
Its grazing farms produces tha best
grass in Earope. Up to 1847 the esst
of Ireland had been densely populated,
bat from 1847 to 1851 the lardlords,

The chief sourees of error in Amer-
1can comments on Irish politica arise
from the fact that because Ireland is
comparatively a small country, Amer-
i:ans naturally suppose that the same
climatic and statutory laws govern
cvery partof it. Now, from a scien.
entific point of view, bith as regards
gacioty and climate, thers nre two
distinet Irelande—the east of I:sclwnd
and the west of Ircland. But studied
with referencs to tho systems of land
tenure, there are three Irclands, inm
vach of which there prevails distinet
and antagonistic privciples and cus-
toms, First, the protestant counttes
of Ulster; secondiy the caetof Ire-
land; and third, the weat of Ireland.
Ia the protestant coantles of the north
the Ulster custom prevatls, in the east
of Ireland, outside of these ocuaties
there are lonz lesses and largs {arms,
while in the weat the vast majority of
tiie tenants sre tenantaat will, Facts
t'iat are troe of ous of these divisions
ds not apply to any other divislon,

THE NORTH CF IRELARD.

The lectarer then entered upon sn
ivteresting historical description of
the land tenurs system as it haa
«xisted in the wmorthern part
of Ireland, especiuily in Ulster. The
northern part of the coontry
bas been for theee hundred
yoars under Protestant  rule,
and was originally eettled by colonies
sent over from Seothard snd Eacland
under Henry VIII. These colonists
at first oppremsed by their landlorda
refused to submit, and the English
goveroment for fear of loaing her rev-
enue compslled the landlords to enact
s syslem of laed tenure which is con-
weived in what ia ucw callea the three
F's: Fair Ran',Firxity of Tenure, and
FreeSale. Fixity o"l!eaum meaxs that
no tenant shall be evicted as long as he
his rent, snd free sale means
tiat the tenant ehall be resz=rded as
the real owner of =l! the improvements
he makes on his farm, and shall have
ibe right, if he Is evicted or chooses
to leave, to sell these im;rovements.
Fair rent has prevailed in tho protes:
tant couuties of Ulster until 1847,

which Mr., Redpath characterized as
the begianing of mcdern Irish history,

very few of whom had contributed one
shilling for the relief of thelr tenants,
sent the crow-bar brigadea to bolt the
cabins of the tenants, and then cun-
solidate their littls holdings 'uto large
grazing farms, without giving them
one shilling of compansation for the im-
provements and reclamaticrs of gener-
ations, Only oneruls wast-ce of every
county of Ireland and that was that
no landlord ever spent one shilling in
improving his estale, except only that
part of his estate that he hald for his
own use. The tenants reclaimed the
land, feuced it, built houses and ma-
nurad the land at their own expapse.
This had bsen the rule for centuring,
and yet outside of the protestant
counties In Ireland, whenever a ten-
ant was evicted, and ho could be
evicted at any time by his landlord,
these improvemets were confizcated
witbont compensation. After the
people had been driven out, the new
tesants wers seldom given leases, but
as they had large and fertile farme,and
could afford to pay enormous rents,
evictions were cumparatively rare.
Hence came the fact that whila there
was sometimes great distreea and
often famina in the west of Ireland,
there was often only chronic misery
in the cast of Ircland. In 1847 the
landlords suddenly insisted that their
tenants, to whom they had previously
refosed leases, should t=ke lesses.
What was the reason of this
changa? DBacause Gladstone in 1870
pasied that bill, which he eaya
in the Qaeen’s late speech had been of
great benefit to Irsland, and which
wa3 hounestly intended to extead a
small part of the Ulster system over
the Oatholic counties of Ireland., The
bill provided thal if s tenant was evic

ted capriciously, the landlord should
pay him a “fine” amounting to sevaen

years' rent, and compensation for im-

provements made within 21 years, and
moderste recompense for unexhausted
manures,

Bat under thia so called liberal pro-
viston neither free sales, fair rent or
fixity of tenure existed becsuse that
old scoundrel tae Duka of Leinster
drew up a leass, called the “‘Li:inster
lease” in which he was followed by
all the other absentee lacdlorde. Un-
der thislease the tenants were com-
pelled to take leasss by which they
agraed to forfeit all the richts given
to them under the act of 1870, if they
were evicted. In the west of Ircland
the temants being wvery poor were
nover ahle to fight the landlords
in the courts. The law proceed-
ings were very expeusive, and be-
sides that every court was made up
of magistrates who were land-
lords, and the Irish judiciary ia the
most partizan aod corrupt judiciary
in Earops. In 1871, one hundrad
thousand persons were evicted fo Ire-
land safter this law came in operation,
and not asingle shilling waz paid to
them. This law was practically &
dead letter until last summer, when
the land leagne fooght every casa of
eviction fn tho courts.

Now it has been anch shameless
defisnce of thelaw,and the factthatthe
Ulster custom does nct prevent con-
tinued sdvancement of thas rents that
has made the Ulster farmers join the
land leagua. Lord Rossmore called a
meeting of his tenants to attend s
maeting, whoss object wes to protest
against land sgitation. They obayed
him and came, but the whole five
bundred joloed ths land lsague on
the spot.

THE WEST OF IRELAND,

And now in epirit let us take the
ehoes from off our feet, as we draw
nigh the holy ground of Connaught
and Munster, for there is nothing so
sacred on this earth as human sorrow,
Christisnity has been called the wor-
ship of sorrow, and if tlis definition
be tho trus one, then the holy land of
our dsy is the west of Ireland. Every
god there has besen wet with
humsn tears, The mormurs of
every rippling brook there, from
time out of mind, have been ac-
companied by en Invisible choras of
sighs {rom breaking hauman hesris.
Kvery breeze that has swept aeross hor
barraa moors has carried with it to the
sammits of her bleak mountain slopes,
aud I trust far beyond them, the
groaus and prayers of a brave bat de-
apairing paorle. The son has never
st on her sorrows, excipt to give
place to the pilying stara that look
down on humsn woes that exeel in
pamber their own constellated hosts.
I hsve heard so much and secen
g7 much of the sorrowa of
the west that whon the memory
of them brings them befors me Istand
appalled at the vision. Agsin and
azain since I came back from Ireland,
I have tried to draw the piciura of
western misery, and sgain and agsin
as often as I have tried T have broken
down, and I have wept l:ke a woman.
If 1 could picture in words, I conld
not utter the words, for I cannot look
on human scrrow with the cold and
wsthetle eye of an artist,

My heart fails me as I now attempt
to picture the scones of my virit inCon-
neamara and Mayo. A barren country,
a toiling, industrious, moral people

whoze very life blood is being sap

by the exaclions of resident agenta of
sbsantea  lsndlords; poverty more
squalid than any I hsve ever before
seen, and heartlessness -more crasl
thao history records; this is the state
of affzirs which I found in western
Ireland on the ocea=isa of my eecond
visit. Hr Redpath then went intos
detailed examination of the charges
against the Irish character. 8o far
from being lazy he found sll wiiling
to work for sixpence a day, if work
could be found. The men, and even
the women and children toiled in the
harvest. Bat at every polnt they were
met by the exactions of landlordism,
